CHAPTER 289.

AN ACT to amend the introductory paragraph of section 142.08
of the statutes, relating to the payment of the cost of caring for
patients at the Wisconsin general hospital.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. The introductory paragraph of section 142.08 of
the statutes is amended to read. (142.08) (Introduectory para-
graph) The net cost of caring for a certified patient shall be paid
one-half by the state and one-half by the county of his legal settle-
ment. The county board may in its own name collect from such
patient the total net cost of such care, and after deducting its
share of the cost of such care pay the balance so collected to the
state.

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and publi-
cation.

CHAPTER 290.

AN ACT to amend subsection (1) of section 29.26, subsection (1)
of section 29.27 of the statutes, relating to open season for
suckers in certain trout streams in Waushara county.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioNn 1. Subsection (1) of section 29.26 and subsection (1)
of section 29.27 of the statutes are amended to read: (29.26)
(1) No person shall take, capture, or kill fish of any variety, or
fish for fish during the close season for trout, in streams and
creeks containing trout, except that suckers may be speared be-
tween March fifteenth and May first in the east branch of the
White river between Dudley bridge in the town of Dakota and
the Marquette county line, in the west branch of the White river
between the Sonora bridge in the town of Dakota and the Mar-
quette county line, in the Mecan river between the Zinke bridge
in the town of Richford and the Marquette county line, in Willow
creek between the point where the two branches of said stream
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
